Co-Prosperity Corps 


Pays Off 


for Japan 


THE ECONOMIST, London 


TOKYO — After a cautious 
and nervous. beginning, 
Japan’s version of the peace 
corps is getting into its stride. 
A “total of 151 ~ Japanese 
yolhgsters, including 39 girls, 
are teaching basic skills in 
seven countries: Tanzania, 
Kenya, India, Laos, »Cam- 
bodia, Malaysia and the 
Philipppnes. 

The budget for the Japan 
Overseas Co-operation Volun- 
teers — the use of the 
American phrase “peace 
corps” is frowned upon — is 
$1,200,000 this year. Plans to 
double the budget in the 1968 
fiscal year indicate that the 
Japanese are now convinced 
that their earlier fears for the 
program were groundless, 

’ e 

When the volunteer corps 
was formed in 1965, four 
years after President Ken- 
nedy sent out the first peace 
corps volunteers, Japanese 
newspapers exptessed concern 
lest their project should be 
identified with the American 
program and be criticized 
accordingly. And, sure 
enough, teams from the Japa- 
nese foreign ministry making 
preliminary soundings were 
aceysed by Sukarno's Indo- 
nesia of. being a tool of 
Washington, But the Japa- 
nese were even more afraid of 
lingering resentments from 
the’ Second World War. A 
typical case was a young 
Japanese ceramics expert 
stationed in the Philippines. 
He.reported considerable local 
hostility at first, but after he 
had helped. start a local 
potfery industry people 
gradually care round. ‘‘I was 
born after the war and had 


nothing to do with it,” he told 
thee Filipinos. 
To distinguish . themselves 


from the Americans, the 
Japanese emphasize technical 
co-operation. They send main- 
ly _ skilled and semi-skilled 
voltinteers xather than _ in- 
experienced language instruc- 
tors and school teachers, The 


volunteers’ assignments tend 
‘to mirror Japanese economic 
interests in the host coun- 
tries: rice cultivation, fish- 
erjes, agricultural machinery 
and automotive, radio and 
civil engineering. In a few 
cases’ the volunteers teach 
only the Japanese language. 
So far the foreign ministry 
has received 15,000 applica- 
tions. for the program. and 
2,000 candidates have com- 
pleted their screening and are 
available for assignment. 
This is not many, consider- 
ing the Japanese wanderlust. 
But the qualifications are 
stiff, including as a minimum 
a junior college education. 
And in Japan, where it is 
traditional to move straight 


from college to a company 


and stay there for life, it is a 
very great sacrifice for a 
youngster to ‘interrupt his 
career for two years (the 
average volunteer term) while 
in-his early twenties. He may 
never catch up, 


The average age of the 
Japanese volunteers is 23.6 
years and 80 per cent of them 
are university graduates. The 
others come from technical or 
agricultural’ colleges. They 
are expected to have four 
years of practical experience 
and aré given three months of 
intensive ‘training including 
language lessons, While over- 
seas, the volunteers draw $160 
a month and an additional $45 
a month is banked for them. in 
Japan, 

The Japanese government 
says that it is satisfied with 
the incident-free record of the 
corps. It is receiving more 
and more requests from 
emerging countries, mostly in 
Asia and Africa but also in 
Latin America, _ particularly 
for agricultural experts, pot- 
ters, land surveyors and fish- 
ermen. 

This year, Japan will in- 
crease its volunteer corps fo 
361 and within 18 months it 
expects to have at least 420 in 
more than 14 host countries.

An exchange of 
shots. a week ago between 
policemen and persons said to 
be Communists «holding an 
illegal polities! meeting in 
Salonica may be an isolated 
incident. But it points to 
potential dangers. 

The real issue is not the 
efficiency or the mild charac- 
ter of the regime, nor even 
the degree of patriotism or 
integrity of its members. The 
key question is how they are 
going to use their time in 
office. 

There is probably a major- 
ity among the lower-ranking 
members of the publicized 
military committee who care 
little about democratic and 
constitutional processés “and 
would like to stay on indefin- 
itely. Some occupy the top 
administrative positions under 
the civilian ministers. 

There are others who are 
susceptible to persuasion, un- 
certain as to how to get off 
the tiger they are riding but 
willing to try if their personal 
safety-can be assured, 

A third group, including 
most of the military with 
ministerial rank, sees the 
need to use their time in 
office constructively and to

Founders of B.C. 


History honors Arthur Stan- 
hope Farwell for his accom- 
plishments as an early sur- 
veyor of British Columbia who 
located and laid out Revel- 
stoke and part of the city -of 
Nelson.

An outstanding Canadian historian onee said the greatest 
horsemen among English-speaking nations were the Aus- 
tralians. 

But Col. Williams Wood, who specialized in early 
Canadian history, held that no nation in the world could rival 
Canadians as canoeists. 

If he was living today and saw the number of entries in 
Victoria's Cenfennial canoe, race, he might have second 
thoughts about including British Columbians among Canadian 
canoe enthusiasts.

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A similar race in Eastern Canada, where the canoeing 
tradition still runs strong, would attract hundreds of paddiers. 

“I’m hoping more will sign up for the race before 
registration closes Saturday,” said Jerry Gosley, co-ordinator 
of the Greater Victoria Centennial Society. “After all 
canoeing should be as much a tradition here as in the east.” 

A peek at local history will disclose he’s right: ‘The canoe 
played a vital part in the development of B.C, traders, 
miners, missionaries, settlers and 19th century tourists relied 
heavily on the craft for transportation. 

Later, as a form of recreation among non-Indians, 
canoeing was popular right to the end of the 30s. in Victoria, 
the Gorge waters was a favorite rendezvous for paddlers, 


Then canoeing in B.C. declined as a sport among the 
whites, practically passing out of the picture in the 1950s, ; 

Since 1960, the sport has been making a come-back, 
especially on the mainiand, but it still has a lorg way to go 
before it becomes as popular as in Eastern Canada. No B.C. 
university yet has a canoe club—like their counterparts in 
other parts of Canada and the United. States. 

There are also no private canoe clubs in the province. 

However, next Saturday’s event may stimulate interest in 
canoeing on Vancouver Island. 

It will be a gruelling race— a nine-mile course, starting 
from the Inner Harbor, up ithe Gorge to Portage Inlet, and 
back again to the starting line. B.
